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If Italy Attack 


ETWEEN the low plateau 

that is the Eastern bor- 
der of Italian Libya and the 
narrow balt of fertile land 
that borders the River Nile 
on ita two banks (thereby 
constituting the only strip of 
Egyptian territory that ts 
worth defending) lies the 
greatest natural fortress . in 
the world. 


It in almost entirely made 
of sand, It is nearly 400 
miles wide at its narrowest 
part; and because, for all 
practical purposes, man can. 
not live in it, it requires: no 
army, but only a amall air 
force, to hold any portion of 
it (other than the northern 
strip across which runs the 
coastal road and the railway 
from Alexandria to the for- 
tress town of Mersn Matruth. 
some 160 miles west of that 
great naval base), 


This natural fortress in the 
great Libyan desert whose 
arid sands constitute an ob- 
staclo to armoured fighting 
vehicles without parallel. It 
is an incomparable ally, with 
the added advantage that it 
has no Fifth Column. 


If Italy proposes seriously 
to attack Egypt-—-with whom, 
at the moment, she is not at 
war—it will be necessary for 
her armies to overcome this 
obstacle before they can reach 
a single really vital apot. 


THERE are three—possi- 
bly four—routes by which 
Graziani’s troops could at- 
tempt an assault on Egypt's 
life. Attempts along three of 
them would almost certainly 
fail: that along the fourth 
would have a temporary and 
considerable nuisance value; 
but would probably prove not 
to have been worth the effort. 


Italy (with or without Ger- 
man aid) could send a desert 
force to attack the plentifully 
watered oasis of Siwa that lics 
30 miles cast of the Cyrenai- 
can frontier and 160 south of 
the coast; and from there 
strike north-castwardsa across 
the desert to the wretched 
water holes of Moghara, or 
south-cast to the oasis of Ba- 
hariya. From the first of 
these (provided that the in- 
vading force could success- 
fully negotiate the marshy 
chasms of the Kattara de- 

’ pression, much of which {8 
600 feet below sea level) a 
direct attack on Cairo would 
be theoretically possible: from 
the latter a similar attack 
could be made through Cairo’s 
market garden, the prolific 
oasis of Fayum.

American Opinion 


eee amma 
As everyone knows, a chunge has 
recently taken place in the opinions 
und sentiments of the American 
peopic In regard to the War. For a 
considernble time they tried to adopt 
a neutral attitude of unconcern 
Many of them assumed an air of 
philosophic detachment. Some bold- 
ly asserted that thelr interest in this 
“purely European struggle — was 
neademle and not practicnl There 
was much loose talk about the self- 
sufficiency of the States, its Im- 
pregnable position in” a naval and 
military sense, the danger of cn- 
tangling alliances, and the beauties of 
isolationism, Recently, © however, 
many Americans seem to have dis- 
covered reusons for revising thei 
opinions of a few months ago 


The Atlantic Monthjy is one of 
the outstanding American periodicals 
in which educated public opinion 
upon current questions usually fAnds 
expression, ond its writers are now 
apeuking their minds very freely con- 
cerning isolationism, and even go 50 
fur as to advocate actual intervention 
In the War, Of course Jt would 
hardly do for an outsider to use the 
plain-spoken words and urguments 
employed by The Atlantic, but It ta 
quite permissible to quote a few of 
them. 


In an open letter to American 
undergraduates, Arnoid Whitridge, 
Master of Caihoun College and Pro- 
fessor of English at Yale University, 
says that the average undergraduate 
student of Dartmouth, Corncll, 
Harvard, and Yale, although he hopes 
that Britain may win In the preéent 
struggle, is nevertheless so anxious 
to keep America out of war that he 
hopes that the United States will 
“grant no credit, give no supplics, and 
send no men to help the Allies.” 
Some of these undergraduates, Mr. 
Whitridge says, are Christian pacifists 
and as such are worthy of respect. 
The true religious pacifist is a lon 
of courage. 
who call themselves conscientious 
objectors enrol themselves under that 
banner, not because of conscience, 
but from unwillingness to take up a 
hard duty. Again, there ore some 
students who admire Hitler because 
they have been brought,up to admire 


Whitridge, however, warns them that 
in the midst:of thelr admiration they 
should remember what. Professor 
‘William James sald about the danger 
besetting America: “The danger of 
moral flabbincss born of an exclusive 
worship of the goddess, Success,” At 
the close of his-appeal Mr. Whitridge 
states his own position and bellef in 
these words: “If the way. of life which 
we have evolved in Amerjca is worth 
preserving—and we have taken it for 
“granted so long that we forget how 
much we love it—I. believe we shall 
have to do something more than hope 
for victory:.and sell second-hand ships 
‘to ‘Great Britain on-a_ stric 
basis.. -I.belleve, that, much. as we 
-hate war,.we. shall. have to fight, and 
the ‘sooner wo get ready. fo: .

We slipped from our’ buoy . 
perp to on for‘our 
n ’s patrol in the grey 
bleakness of the winter after- 
noon. Other destroyers went 
with us. ' We' had ‘some: dis- 
tance to go before .reaching 
our appointed beat. 

The wind blew. shrewdly from - 
the north-east, to-ralse a confused 
jabble of Jesping white horses out- 
side the harbour entrance. One 
folt’ the éliip: kick a little os she 
met the Yirst of thtm. For the 
next efghtcen’'bours,- until we re- 
turned to harbour, she was never 
stilt. sea 

Steaming twefity knots, we pnsa- 
ed a convoy of bluff-bowed mer- 
chant ships making up for their 
anchorage before dark. On one of 
the shonls {o starboard lay two 
broken-backéal wrecks with the sca 
breaking over them, victims of 
U-boat mines or torpedoes. Mer- 
chantmen lay at anchor in the 
roads nearby, Beyond them the 
land showed on o faint grey blur 
against the.darkening horizon, The 
visibility was low, the horizon to 
seaward being shut out In a dlanket 
of mist. 

We passed by a buoy or two, and 
a lightship pitching at her moor- 
ings, Night came as we turned to- 
wards our patrol line. 

The first Neutenant, somewhere 
in the middle twentics, came climb- 
ing on to the bridge to report the 
ship darkened. Our depth charges 
were ready, our guns manned for 
instant action.

“Shall we have the torpedo-tubes 
trained out now, air?” the first 
Meutenant asked the commander, 

“Yes, Number One,” said the 
latter, o tall figure in a duffle coat 
and sea boots, with the inevitable 
glosses stung round his neck, 
“Please do.” 

Once out from the land the wind 
grew stronger, ond the sea more 
steep ond confused, probably be- 
cause a strong tide and wind were 
running in opposite directions. 
Whiffs of spray cnume = sweeping 
over the bows, and on the open 
bridge It was bitterly cold. The 
navigator, officer of the watch, 
lookout and myself were sca-booted 
ond muffled: almost to the cycs. 

The Ught of a winking buoy 
showed away in the darkness to 
port. The navigator, bending down 
to look along the compass, noted 
its bearing, and then dived down 
to crouch under the canvas cover 
of the chart table. 

“We're on the position now, 
sir," came his muffled voice after 
an Interval. “The new course 1s 
oh-eight-four.” 

“AN right,” the commander re- 
plied. “Bring her round to oh- 
eight-four, Mr. Carver." 

The officer put his mouth to the 
voicepipe communicating with the 
wheelhouse below. 

“Starbourd fifteen,” he ordered. 

“Starboard fifteen it 4s, sir,” 
from the quartermaster st the 
wheel.

The darkness had become !n- 
tense.

Since the war began that Mttle 
ship had spent between 70 and 75 
per cent. of her time at sca, and 
had been under way for 100 days 
out of 127. 

My chief recolicctions arc of 
those muffled figures on the bridge 
peering out through the inky dark- 
ness; of the patient quartermaster 
in the wheelhouse with his face 
\Muminated in the dim iight of the 
gyro compass; of the mun stationed 
round the guns, torpedo-tubes, and 
depth charges ready for instant 
action; and of those others below 
in the engine room and stokcholds. 

The’ whole impression galned 
was one of readiness for anything 
that might happen—of that sleep- 
less watchfulness and preparedness 
which are the prime dutles of the 
Royal Navy in time of war.

Raid on Dunkirk 

The raid on Dunkirk began shortly 
after midnight and repeated hits 
were obtained on tidal basins, on the 
rallway yard, Inside the docks and 
the large buildings on three sides of 
the commercial dock. Many heavy 
explosions wtre -cen within tha 
target oreo, 

At Calais, barges in the Carnot 
Basin and West Basin were wrecked 
by direct hits. Bursia were scen Jn 
many parts of the tidal harbour. 

Antwerp Bombing 

A strong force of raiders attacked 
the docks and harbours at’ Antwerp, 
where a large number of barges were 
sighted in the middle of the river 
alongside Acamal and in the docks 
leading down to the rivers. 

Salvoes of figh explosives and in- 
cendiary bombs were dropped on 
these targets 8s well as on the docks 
and quays, 

During. the previous afternoon 
bomber forces successfully attacked a 
number of barges moored fn the river 
at Lsselmond and a convoy of ix or 
seven tankers, ench of about 2,000 
tons, which wero righted off the end 
of e mole ot Zeebrugge 

In the attack on the convoy, dircct 
hits were scored on one vesse}, which 
exploded in a mass of flames and 
dense clouds of black smoke— 
Reuter. 

Channel Ports Bombed 
London, Sept. 15 

French Channel ports were heavi- 
ly bombarded by British bombers 
inst night. The attackk were more 
fierce than Friday's, — Searchlight, 
parachute flares and the finshes ol 
bursting bombs and = antl-alrernft 
guns lit up the waterfront for mony 
miles as endless explosions shook 
the Kent const. The main objective 
waa Colols.—Reuter.

‘Yes, they 
are Kind, but ts diMcult to be grate- 
ful.” 

“Thousands of the French Army 
stand behind barbed wire und stare 
with bloodshot eyes to the country 
wherein once were free men. 
Thousands of French clviltans stand 
motionless -beside the road and do 
nol seem to see thelr conquerors, 
who swing through the ruined. cities 
singing: lustily. -The rolling fields of 
Northern France are golden with 
graln that never will be harvested 
because there Is no one to harvest 
it.” 

Writing from Strasbourg, the New 
York Times correspondent, Percival 
Knauth, declares that It ts a foregone 
conclusion that Alsace-Lorrnine will

BIWEEN the low plateau 

that is the Fastern bor- 
der of Itallan Libya and the 
narrow belt of fertile Jand 
that borders the River Nile 
on its two banks (thereby 
constituting the only strip of 
Egyptian territory that is 
worth defending) lies the 
yreatest: natural fortress in 
the world. 


It is almost entirely made 
of sand. It ia nearly 400 
miles wide at ita narrowest 
part; and because, for all 
practical purposes, man can 
not live in it, it requires: no 
army, but only a amall air 
force, to hold any portion of 
it (other than the northern 
strip across which runs the 
constal road and the railway 
from Alexandria to the for- 
tresa town of Mersa Matruth, 
some 150 miles west of that 
great naval base). 


Thie natural fortress is the 
great Libyan desert whose 
arid sands constitute an ob- 
stacle to armoured fighting 
vehicles without parallel. It 
is an incomparable ally, with 
the added advantage that it 
has no Fifth Column. 


If Italy proposes seriously 
to attack Egypt—with whom, 
at the moment, she ia not at 
war—it will be necessary for 
her armics to overcome this 
obstacle before they can reach 
a single really vital spot. 


THERE are three—possi- 
bly four—-reutes by which 
Grazlani’s troops could at- 
tempt an assault on Egypt's 
life. Attempts along three of 
them would almost certainly 
fail: that along the fourth 
wonld have a temporary and 
considerable nuisance value; 
but would probably prove not 
to have been worth the effort. 


Italy (with or without Ger- 
man ajd) could send a desert 
force to attack the plentifully 
watered oasis of Siwa that lics 
30 miles east of the Cyrenai- 
can frontier and 160 south of 
the coast; and from there 
strike north-eastwards across 
the desert to the wretched 
water holes of Moghara, or 
south-cust to the oasis of Ba- 
hariya. From the first of 
these (provided that the in- 
vading force could success- 
fully negotiate the marshy 
chasms of the Kattarn de- 
pression, much of which is 
600 feet below sea level) .a 
direct attack on Cairo would 
be theoretically possible: from 
the latter a similar attack 
could be made through Cairo’s 
market garden, the prolific 
oasis of Fayum,

ETWEEN the low plateau 

that is the Eastern bor-

This natural fortress ia the 
great Libyan desert whoasu 
arid sands constitute an ob- 
stacle to armoured fighting 
vehicles without parallel. It 
is an incomparable ally, with 
tho added advantage that it 
has no Fifth Column. 


If Italy proposes seriously 
to attack Egypt—with whom. 
at the moment, she is not at 
war—it will be necessary for 
her armies to overcome this 
obstacle before they can reach 
a single really vital spot.

THERE are three—possi- 
bly four—routvs by which 
Graziani’s troops could at- 
tempt an assault: on Egypt's 
life. Attempts along three of 
them would almost certainly 
fail: that along the fourth 
would bave a temporary and 
considerable nuisance value;

As everyone knows, a change has 
recently taken place in the opinions 
and sentiments of the American 
people in regard to the War. For a 
considerable Ume they tried to adopt 
4 neutral attitude of unconcern. 
Many of them assured an atr of 
philosophic detachment. Some bold- 
ly asserted that their Interest In this 
“purely European struggle” was 
academic and not practical. There 
was much loose talk about the self- 
suMciency of the States, Its im- 
pregnable position In a naval and 
military sense, Une danger of en- 
tangling alliances, and the beauties of 
Jsolationisimn, Recently, however, 
many Americans scem to have dis- 
covered reasons for revising their 
opinions of a few months ago. 


The Atlantic Monthly is one of 
the outstanding American periodicals 
fn which educated public opinion 
upon current questions usually finds 
expression, and Its writers are now 
speaking thelr minds very freely con. 
cerning isolationism, and even go 50 
far as to advocate actual intervention 
in the War. Of course it would 
hardly do for an outsider to use the 
Plain-spoken words and arguments 
employed by The Atlantic, but it is 
quite permissible to quote ao few of 

em, 


In an open letter to American 
undergraduates, Arnold Whitridge, 
Master of Calhoun College and Pro- 
fessor of English at Yale University, 
says that the average undergradua' 
student of Dartmouth, Cornell, 
Harvard, and Yale, although he hopes 
that Britain may win In the present 
struggle, is nevertheless so anxious 
to keep America out of war that he 
hopes that the United States will 
“grant no credit, give no suppHes, and 
send no men to help the Allies.” 
Some of these undergraduates, Mr. 
Whitridge says, are Christian pacifists 
and as such are worthy of respect. 
The true religious ‘pactfist is a Mon 
of courage, Some persons, however, 
who call themselves conscientious 
objectors enrol themselves under that 
banner, not because of conscience, 
but from unwillingness to take up a 
bard duty. Again, there are some 
students who admire Hitler because 

1 they have been brought, up to admire 
success in any realm of effort. Mr. 
Whitridge, howover, warns them that 
in the midst of their admiration. they 
should remember what .
